"BXTENOS AXBES, Monday, 2 p. m.—It 
is arinoursced thai; the insurrection has 
been completely subdued. 
The presi- 
dent of the republic and the national 
cabinet are giving orders from the na- 
tional government house. The finance 
minister 
has 
been 
set at liberty. 
(Signed.) 
Juan Garcia." 


Garcia is the prime minister of Argen- 
tine Republic. 


RECKIIESS 
FINANCES. 


WASfiiNGTON, July 29.—Thos. W. 
Edward, vice counsel at Monteviedio, 
Uruaquay, referring to the revolution 
in Argentine cs a probable suceees, 
said: 
" I t is the result of a reckless 
financial 
i)oIicy, 
which caused the 
government's enormous proper emmis- 
sions to fall so much that men in re- 
ci6i>t of salaries 
could hardly 
live. 
Uruaguay also suffered from the effects 
of the situation in Argentine. The 
merchants of XJrugauay are very conser- 
vative, and becoming alarmed started a 
run upon the national bank at Monte- 
viedio, which smashed specie payments. 
It has a large capital and could have 
issued paper to three times the extent 
of its capital, but it had only about 
$7,000,000 outstanding. 
Uruaguay will 
recover all." 
"Mr. Blaine's reciprocity 
plan," Mr. Howard said, " I s heartily 
apjaroved in Uruaguay and other South 
American countries." 


TEBMS OF BETTIIEMENT. 


LONDON, July 29.—the terms for a 
settlement of the troubles between the 
revolutionists and the 
government, 
according to a dispatch published in the 
Times, from Buenos Ayres, dated yes- 
terday evening, are: 
That the civilians 
who have taken part in the insurrection 
will not be punished. All captains of 
the revolctionary forces and all officers 
above the grade of captain will be 
deprived of their rank. 
The artillery of 
the insurrectionists will be surrendered 
to-morrow. 
The situation, 
as aboVe 
depicted, is based upon the statement 
of President Gelmin. 
Other dispatches 
received from Buenos Ayres, dated 9:30 
a. m.5, July 28, say the situation is un- 
changed and the prospects for a com- 
promise are not encouraging.

Husband's Brothei*. 


N E W HAVEN, Conn., July 29.—A case 
of Roman Catholics marrying outside of 
the church and in face of excommunica- 
tion is reported. 
Mrs. Mary Deegan, 
widow of Jeremiah Deegan, who died 
on November 9, 1889, was married last 
week to her deceased husband's brother, 
Dennis Deegan. 
Both were members 
of St. Patrick's parish in good standing, 
and when they had decided to many 
hey went to thé parochial residence of 
that church and conferred with one of 
the priests. 
The priest at once de- 
nounced such a union, telUng them that 
they were in what is known in the 
Roman Catholic church as the first de- 
gree of aflfinity, on the ground that the 
woman and the man's brother were one, 
and therefore the relationship to the 
brother was as near as it can be. The 
priest told the couple that the church 
strictly forbade a man to marry his 
brother's widow. 
Deegan and the wid- 
ow determined to marry outside the 
church, as there was no state law in the 
way of such a marriage.

LONDON, July 29.—A correspondent 
of the Daily News, who is making a tour 
of Macedonia, describes the province as 
in the possession of the Ariiauts. 
The 
oMcials, he says, are leagued with brig- 
ands and share their booty, and the 
lives of Christians are held as nothing. 
He instances a number of outrages by 
Arnauts. 


At Pristina a party of Arnauts enter- 
ed a school of Servian Cl?ristdans, mal- 
treated the three masters, violated the 
school-mistress and closed the school. 
The owner of a farm at Pristina and his 
three sons were murdered by Amaut 
raiders, and'on another farm at Pris- 
iend the inmates were cut to pieces. 
The correspondent declares that there 
are a hundred c a s ^ similar to those re- 
cited.

The husband and wife met, 
on Sawtelle avenue, early this morning, 
and after a short conversation, 
Novak 
drew a revolver and shot his wife three 
times. 
After she had fallen he fired a 
bullet into his own brain and dropped 
dead. 
Mrs. Novak expired, in St. Vin- 
cents hospital, about an hour after the 
shooting took place.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—^The house 
passed a joint resolution extending to 
the 14th of August existing appropria- 
tions and laws for such.expenditures as 
have noi; been proriaed for in the bills 
passed.

amendments to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill, the item under discussion

N E W YOBK, July 29.—It seems prob- 
able that the man known as John Mur- 
ray, who was drowed at Far Eockaway 
beach on Sunday last, was Thomas 
Mooney, the Irish agitator and bomb 
thrower. The personal appearance of the 
drowned 
man tallies 
closely 
with 
Mooney and it is known that while at 
Far Rockay, he was visited by Odono- 
van Rossa. 
Mooney is the man who in 
1887 threw the phosphorous bomb on 
board the steamship Qaeen, while she 
was lying in her dock here. The deck 
caught fire, but the flames were ex- 
tinguished before much damage had 
been done. 
Mooney was arrested for 
the crime. 
He was afterward pro- 
nounced insane and sent to an asylum, 
but was released a short time later.

As Ethan 
Allen, jr., was coming home from the 
country, and was passing a clump of 
tall weeds his team shied and Ethan 
gave them the whip. 
They passed an 
object in ambush in great terror, and 
the drivei; looked about to discern the 
cause of their fright, when his eyes met 
those of a man standing in the middle 
of the road with a revolver pointed his 
way. The highwayman 
cried, "stop,

! " and Allen leaned over the 


dash-board just in time to escape a bul- 
let which passed his head. 


By this time he was out of range of 
the would-be desperado's revolver and 
began congratulating himself on his 
good luck, when he looked behind him 
and saw that he was persued. It was a 
neck-and-neck race, as neither gained 
on the other. The city was in sight, 
and the highwayman gave a parting shot, 
wheeling his horse around and disap- 
peared. 
Allen saw him by the light of 
the moon. He described him as above 
medium hight, with a rough-looking 
face, wearing a mask over his eyes, 
a slouch hat drawn over his head, dark 
shirt and blue jeans trousers tucked in 
the tops of his boots.

Sui ineer Slate i^nidor F a l l s Dead at 
His laome, of Heart Disease. 


Nathan K. Quidor, the veteran Wa- 
bash engineer, fell dead about 6 o'clock 
last evening, of heart disease. The sum- 
mons came like a flash while he was 
sprinkling the lawn in front of his resi- 
dence, 150 West Wayne street. Mr. 
Qaidor had been feeling ill for some 
time past but nothing serious .was ap- 
prehended. 
Yesterday he was around 
as usual but complained to his wife of a 
smothering sensation and pain in the 
region of his heart, but refused remedies 
she prepared for him. No railroad man 
on the Wabash railroad was better 
known than Nate Quidor. He served 
thirty-four years on the road, and is 
believed to have been the oldest man in 
the service. His son, George, is the 
popular young engineer on the Nickel 
Plate, while another son, Sidney, is a 
fireman on the Wabash. 
The deceased 
was a jovial, whole-souled man, who 
buoyed up with good cheer under al- 
most any circumstances. 
For some 
months past he had been off duty on a 
leave of absence, to have his failing eye- 
sight restored. His age was sixty-one 
years, and a widow and the two sons 
mentioned survive 'him. His widow is 
left in comfortable circumstances. 


The deceased was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive engineers 
which organization will have charge of 
the obseques.

»ho Appeared to B e in Poverty But 
Was Worth S 6 0 , 0 0 0 . 


CHICAGO, July 29.—Since Mrs. Bar- 
bara Glaser's husband died last March, 
Mrs. Glaser has been starving at her 
house, 268 Wells 
street. 
She was 
seventy-four, and feeble, and the neigh- 
bors frequently took pity on her and 
sent her food.

The revolution in Buenos Ayres is 
probably due to the state into wWch the 
finances of the Argentine republic have 
fallen. The financial troubles were 
brought before the world about July 1, 
when the London Times published a 
dispatch from Buenos Ayres announcing 
that the National Bank had suspended 
payment of the quarterly dividend that 
had previously passed the annual meet- 
ing of the board of directors. 
English 
capitalists are the chief creditors of the 
republic, and the immediate effect of 
this announcement was a big drop in 
the shares of the Argentine National 
Bank and in the "cédulas^" which are 
the republic's promises to pay. It was 
at once announced that what the direc- 
tors of the bank had really done was to 
postpone the declaration of the qaar- 
ttrly dividend until October, for pru- 
dential reasons, and there was some re- 
covery in Argentine securities. 


While Argentine credit^in Europe has 
been good, it has lately been well known 
that the country's finances were drifting 
into a rather chaotic condition. The 
National debt amounts to $336,341,442, 
while the province and the city of Bue- 
nos Ayres owe, respectively, $213,682,- 
252 and $24,044,752. On this aggre- 
gate indebtedhess of $575,068,446 an 
immense tribute in gold has annually 
been paid, chiefly to England. The in- 
terest charge on the national 
debt 
amounted to $16,042,352; with a decline 
in imports, the duties upon which are 
the government's chief source of income, 
it has required more than one-fourth the 
annual revenues to meet the interest 
charge. 


A special from iáand Point, TJnga 
Island, Alaska, dated July Hth, says 
the United States cutter, Eush, had 
arrived there on the 10th inst., and had 
boarded all the vessels remaining there, 
distributing the president's proclama- 
tion regarding Behring sea, but would 
give no information as to whether the 
vessels 
were 
to be seized. 
The 
vessels are sailing for the sealing waters, 
however. They say they will go regard- 
less of the proclamation. Many of them 
hope to elude the cutter by going 
through Amoughta Pass. The steamer 
Mischief came from Nietoria to take 
down what skins were caught in the 
Pacific ocean so they would not be lost 
if the vessels were seized in Behring 
sea. Victoria sealers claim that the 
Mischief brought reliable news that 
they would not be disturbed in Behring 
sea this year and they say they are 
going to make a big year of it. The 
German 
schooner 
Adler, 
sailing 
from 
Hamburg, 
is 
also 
here 
bound 
to 
the 
eealing 
grounds 
so it is likely Germany will be interest- 
ed in the question with ^England. 
The 
Bush sailed on the llih for Gun ala ska 
and the Seal islands. In a few days it 
will be known what her policy is, as 
there will be plenty vessels for her to 
seize. 
The schooner G. E. White, of 
Seattle, is held in Ounalaska by thecus- 
tome officers there for having on board 
more breech-loading arms than her 
manifest showed. 
The Alaska Com- 
mercial company, now that they have 
not the Seal islands, are developing 
their other interests in the territory. 
They have sent a schooner load of ma- 
chinery and expert miners to the King 
gold mine at Unga, and are determined 
to see whether the mines of this country 
are worth working. They are also open- 
ing a large coal deposit in Port Moller, 
on the peninsula of Alaska, and are 
very sanguine of big results. They are 
projecting a railroad to Chignik bay. 


A GENTLEMAii formerly prominent in 
the two republican administrations, and 
who is now at Bar Harbor, intimates 
that the United States is likely to annex 
Hayti or Santo Dominion and that Mr. 
Blaine's views of sugar duties have a 
bearing on this point. 
A Dominican 
statesman recently paid a hurried visit 
to Mr. Blaine. Minister Douglass' re- 
turn from Hayti may have some connec- 
tion with the matters.

The town of Pierceton on the Pitts- 
burg road, between this city and War- 
saw, has had something of a sensation 
lately to disturb the usual quietness of 
its every day, hum-drum life.

A telegram to Ohio hustled the wife 
home, and now a divorce case is pend- 
in the Warsaw courts. The editor left 
town and was in this city a few days ago.

Tonr Attention is Directed to a 
Beq^niringr Beeistration. 


Section 13 of the new election law 
provides that certain parties must regis- 
ter at least three months before election, 
by appearing in person at county clerk's 
office, and there complying with the 
registration laws. The general election 
will be held November 4, 1890, hence 
all who are required to register, must 
do so before August 4, 18^. 
No costs 
to pay. The county pays the clerk. 
The following persons must register: 


Any person, who, having been a resi- 
dent of Indiana, shall have absented 
himself six months or more. 


Any person who shall have gone into 
another state or county with intention 
of voting therein or who shall have voted 
therein. 


Any person who has not been a bona 
fide resident of the. state and of Vie 
county for at least six months before the 
election. 


This last clause is very impoi^nt as it 
applies to all who Imve moved into 
the county since May 4, 1890. The 
penalty for voting or attempting to vote 
without registration, when such is re- 
quired, is from one to five years in state 
prison. 


Great care must be taken so that p 
sons do not violate the regiaixation 
laws 
unwittingly. Committeemen, and ac- 
tive democrats genertdly, are hereby re- 
quested to see to it that all who are re 
quired to register before voting, espe- 
cially those who have not lived in the 
county prior to May 4, 1890, shall be 
registered in the clerk's office on or be- 
fore August 4, 1890. 


A cwvas of the several voting i>re- 
cincts 
committeemen, and procuring 
the registration of all those voters who 
are included in the above classes, will 
result in saving many votes to the 
party.

The financial troubles were 
brought b.-fore the world ..bjut July 1, 
when tlio London Timt-s published a 
dispatch from Buenos Aj res announcing 
that the National Bank had suspended 
payment of the quarterly diudeiid that 
had previously passed the annual meet- 
ing of the board of directors. English 
capitalibts are tho chief creditors of the 
republic, and tho immediate efftut of 
this announcement v,as a big drop in 
the shares of the Argentine National 
Bank and in tho "cedulas," which are 
the republic's promises to pay. It was 
at once announced that « hat the direc- 
tors of the bank had really done was to 
postpone the declaration of the quar- 
tt rly dividend until October, for pru- 
dential reasons, and there was some re- 
covery in Argentine, securities. 


While Argentine credit in Europe has 


b.-en gooi, it has lately been well known 
that the country1!, finances were drifting 
into a rather chaotic condition. The 
National debt amounts to §330,341,442, 
while the province and the city of Bue- 
nos A) res owe, respectively, $213,682,- 
252 and §24,044,752. On this aggre- 
gate indebtedness of $575,068.446 an 
immense tribute in gold has annually 
been "paid, chiefly to England. The in- 
terest charge on the 
national debt 


amounted to 816,042,352; with a deob'ne 
in imports, the duties upon which are 
the government's chief source of income, 
it has required more than one-fourth the 
annual revenues to meet tho interest 
charge.

Requiring Registration. 


Section 13 of the new election law 


provides that certain parties must regis- 
ter at least three months before election, 
by appearing in person at county clerk's 
office, and there complying with the 
registration laws. The general election 
will be held November 4, 1890, hence 
all who are required to register, must 
do so before August 4, 1890. 
No costs 


to pay. The county pays the clerk. 
The following persons must register: 


Any person, who, having beea a resi- 


dent of Indiana, shall have absented 
himself six months or more. 


Any person who shall have gone into 


another state or county with intention 
of voting therein or who shall have voted 
therein. 


Any person who has not been a bona 


fide resident of the state and of die 
county for at least six months before the 
election. 


This last clause is very important as it 


applies to all who have moved into 
the county since May 4, 1890. The 
penalty for voting or attempting to vote 
without registration, when such is re- 
quired, is from one to five years in state 
prison. 


Great care must be taken so that per- 


sons do not violate the registration laws 
unwittingly. Committeemen, and ac- 
tive democrats generally, are hereby re- 
quested to see to it that all who are re 
quired to register before voting, espe- 
cially those who have not lived in tho 
county prior to May 4, 1890, shall be 
registered in the clerk's office on or be- 
fore August 4,1890. 


A canvas of the several voting pre- 


cincte by committeemen, and procuring 
the registration of all those voters who 
are included in the above classes, will 
result in saving many votes to the 
party.

Assaulted.'nnd Will I'roiiably 


I>ie--Who IMd It? 


Fred Wineke, tho one-legged watch- 


man whose post of duty has for a long 
time been at the junction of the Fort 
Wayne and Fort Wayne, Cincinnati and 
Louisville, railroads, northwest of the 
city, was fatally stabbed yesterday after- 
noon and is now dying from his injur- 
ies at tho St. Joo hospital. 


Late ; yesterday afternoon Wineke 


left his watch-iioii&e a few moments and 
walked up tho track to replace a switch. 
When ho returned ho met H couple of 
noisy workmen who said they were em- 
ployed in tho gravel pit. Wiueke, who 
is a cripplo, attempted to pass them by, 
but they persisted in having him re- 
main where ho was. The watchman's 
sense of duty made him so angry at the 
drunken pair that he bhowed fight, when 
he was set upon ind iu the scuffle stab- 
bed twice with a dirk in tho hand of the 
tallest of the pair. The blade was thrust 
into his right side and again in the 
abdomen, penetrating the bowel. 


The wounded man staggered to his 


watclj-liouse as iiis assaulters escaped, 
Assistance soon came and ho was con- 
voyed in the patrol wagon to tho St. 
Joe hospital. The injured man, if ho 
knows tho names of the men, will not 
divulge them.

that the country's finances were drifting 
into a rather chaotic condition. The 
National debt amounts to {336,341,442, 
while the province and tho city of Bue- 
nos Ayres owe, respectively, S213,682,- 
252 and $24,044,752. On this aggre- 
gate indebtedness of $575,068.446 an 
immense tribute in gold has annually 
been pud, chiefly to England. The in- 
terest charge on tho national debt 
amounted to £16,042,352; with a decline 
n imports, the duties upon which are 
iiie government's chief source of income, 
t has required more than one-fourth the 
annual revenues to meet the interest 
charge.
